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Principal updates board on new program

Hale Creek Principal Lynne 
Mossoian recently updated the 
Romulus School Board on how 
the School Improvement pro- 
cess impacts elementary stu- 
dents. 

Mossoian concentrated on 
the areas of curriculum, 
methodology and self-concept. 

“Reading by far is our most 
vital, far-reaching subject, yet 
least developed/* Mossoian 
said. “In February, the entire 
staff will become updated on 
Michigan’s new Definition of 


Reading program.” 

Hale Creek representatives 
Sharon Silveri and Cheryl Van 
Allen will be attending a read- 
ing conference in March. Sil- 
veri and Allen will report back 
to Mossoian on current issues 
discussed during the confer- 
ence. 

“Multicultural education is a 
pressing issue for educators 
and students as demographics 
have shown,” Mossoian said. “ 
It is the consensus of the Hale 
Creek staff that we can no lon- 
ger ignore multi-cultural 
education.” 

The first step toward in- 


creasing awareness of multi- 
cultural education among stu- 
dents and staff is to educate the 
facility on the content and 
issues, Mossoian said. The 
second step is to incorporate 
them into the curriculum and 
methodology of the school. 

The Hale Creek plan for the 
1990-91 school year is as fol- 
lows: 

• The second-grade teacher 
is providing leadership. The in- 
structor has brought videos- 
materials to curriculum meet- 
ings on issues of racial stereo- 
typing and desensitizing 
themes for the staff. 


• On Jan. 21, an in-service en- 
titled “A World of Difference” 
was staged, sponsored by the 
Anti-Defamation League. 

• On Jan. 21, a school-wide 
assembly was staged to cele- 
brate Dr. Martin Luther King’s 
contributions to the country. 

• On Feb. 18, a presentation 
for students will be staged: 
“African American Touring 
Company.” Actors will portray 
famous African Americans. 

• March‘April‘May. Various 
cultures‘ethnic groups will be 
highlighted school wide. 

In terms of self-concept, 
Mossoian said second-, third- 


and fourth-marking period stu- 
dents who earn honor roll and 
perfect attendance will be rec- 
ognized as usual. 

“However, we will begin the 
remainder of our recognition 
program with certificates for 
various other strengths we 
wish to reinforce in students, 
for example, friendship, prob- 
lem solving and creativity,” 
Mossoian said. “One of our 
partners in education, Ramada 
Inn, is working with us on an 
honors banquet.” 

School Improvement meet- 
ings are staged every other 
week.

Council extends contract

Romulus councilmen de- 
cided Jan. 28 to extend the cur- 
rent contract with Community 
Emergency Medical Service 
for an additional three-year 
period.

“I have reviewed this with 
the Police, Fire and Safety 
Commission, and it is my re- 
commendation and that of the 
commission to renew the con- 
tract at this time,” Greenslait 
said. 

The Emergency Medical 
Service will continue to provide 
Romulus residents with basic 
and advanced ambulance ser- 
vice when needed with no cost 
to the city.

1982. CEMS served Romulus 
for the last three years and has 
met the demand of the often 
heavy call volume, according 
to Kenneth Slinker, senior 
sales and development man- 
ager. 

“Additionally, CEMS has 
worked with your department 


on various functions within the 
confines of the city such as the 
Haz-Mat exercise at Wood- 
brook and the ongoing blood 
pressure screening for Romu- 
lus citizens,” Slinker said. 

Slinker informed Greenslait 
Dec. 31 the future of the four 
community regional approach 
of CEMS could be in jeopardy. 

“The award of this service to 
a provider other than CEMS 
may interfere with our ability 
to continue the level of service 
being experienced in the re- 
maining communities,” Slink- 
er said “In an effort to ensure 
stability lor the future. I en- 
courage you and your city 
administration to immediately 
express your views on the need 
to remain as a group to 
Taylor.” 

The councilmen agreed to ex- 
tend the contract by a unani- 
mous vote. The service official- 
ly began Feb. 1, 1991, and will 
expire Jan. 31, 1994. 


County to buy city garage

As part of the Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport expansion, 
Wayne County officials will 
buy the Romulus Department 
of Public Works garage at 34100 
Goddard Road. 

Romulus councilmen recent- 
ly agreed to draft a contract 
with the special counsel of 
Monaghan, LoPrete, MacDo- 
nald, Sogge and Yakima for the 
DPW building acquisition. The 
contract will be reviewed by 
the city attorney, and the final 
draft will be signed by Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and City 
Clerk Linda Choate. 

Boris Yakima previously 
worked with the city on another 
job, according to Dennis 
Oakes, director of community 
development.

mnation matters and is highly 
regarded in this field,” Oakes 
said.

“Mr. Yakima would also be 
responsible for subcontracting 
out a professional appraisal of 
the building, with that fee also 
reimbursable by the county 
under the federal act,” Oakes 
said. 

As of Jan. 21, Romulus did 
not receive a formal offer from 
Wayne County on the property. 

“The county will have the 
property appraised and will 
then tender to the city a written 
good faith offer as just com- 
pensation for the acquisition,” 
Yakima said. 

Yakima informed the coun- 
cilmen and McAnally the coun- 
ty is responsible for the ex- 
penses of the litigation, regard- 
less of the outcome. 

“While we cannot guarantee 
reimbursement for all ex- 
penses, it has been our experi- 
ence that the vast bulk of these 
expenses are paid by the conde- 
mning agency,” Yakima said.

Students learn 
about Indians

Students from the “School 
Within a School” program at 
Romulus High had the oppor- 
tunity to learn about the life of 
the American Indian Feb. 4. 

Three American Indian stu- 
dents from the University of 
Michigan Minority Affairs 
office spent a couple hours with 
the ninth-graders, teaching 
them about the dress, spiritual 
life and history of the Indians. 
The ninth-graders were sche- 
duled to see the movie, 
“Dances with Wolves,” this 
week. 

Chief Louie Thunderhawk 
from the Lakota tribe talked 
about the importance of music 
in the American Indian way of 
life. 

“In our tribe, we have 
songs,” Thunderhawk said. 
“Some songs are celebration 
while others are spiritual.” 

The Lakota tribe stretches 
from Kansas to South Dakota 
and from North Dakota to Sas- 
katchewan. Thunderhawk ex- 
plained how 13- and 14-year-old 
Indians have to pray for gui- 
dance as to what their future 
holds. 

“We have seven ways of hav- 
ing prayer ceremony,” Thun- 
derhawk said. “Long time ago, 
13- and 14-year-olds would start 
questioning for visions. Those 
boys would have to stand on a 
hill with the sacred pipe for 
four days and nights without 
food and water, praying for a 
vision to be able to find a pur- 
pose in life.” 

Sometimes the vision would 
tell the young Indians to be hun- 
ters while others would be heal- 
ers, according to Thun- 
derhawk. 

“The time we lived here in 
the Great Lakes, all the tribes 
were east of Michigan,” Thun- 
derhawk said. “We were more 


or less forced out onto the 
plains.” 

Thunderhawk told the stu- 
dents he is a flute maker. Most 
of the Indians beliefs, accord- 
ing to Thunderhawk, were 
based on things in nature, in- 
cluding the flute. 

“Some flutes were made 
with birds heads on the end,” 
Thunderhawk said. “It takes 
about four days to make these 
flutes. They have to be hol- 
lowed out.” 

Thunderhawk came to 
Michigan from South Dakota. 
He was born in Dallas, Texas. 

“I moved to Ann Arbor be- 
cause I heard about the art cen- 
ter in Ann Arbor,” Thun- 
derhawk said. 

A student asked Thun- 
derhawk how he became chief 
at such a young age. 

“In our history, in my 
tribe, it was the women 
whochosethe chiefs,” 
Thunderhawk 
said. '“It 
was the 

chiefs responsibility to 
always provide food and 
protection for the tribe. The 
chief was more or less the 
spokesman for everyone. ” 

Chippewa Indian Michael 
Dashner described the dress of 
the Indians. 

“All the outfits have to be 
handmade,” Dashner said. 
“My outfit is very traditional. 
The eagle feathers are very im- 
portant.” 

Chippewa Indians can obtain 
eagle feathers two ways, 
according to Dashner. The 
feathers can either be handed 
down or Indians can write to 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources for feathers 
from eagles that are killed or 
die of natural causes and are 
put in storage by the state de- 
partment. 

He said although Indians are

trying to cope with all the 
changes with modernization, 
they are still trying to hold on to 
the traditional value system of 
the old days. 

“Today, it seems stronger 
for more Indians to marry Indi- 
ans,” Dashner said. 

After Dashner finished his 


discussion, he danced for the 
students. 

The School Within a School 
program is based on 45-minute 
classes with a five-minute 
break between class periods. 
Unlike the rest of the school, 
the students have a daily study 
period, which is spent with the 
students’ second hour teacher.

Hale Creek Elementary 
sixth-graders will head to 
Washington, D C., in June if 
school board trustees give their 
nod of approval for the trip.

Wirshing told the students 
that some of the soldiers who 
participated in the Gettysberg 
Battle came from Detroit, Can- 
ton Township, Wayne and 
Nankin Township.

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Conference to provide education

A new trio of “the three Rs” 
is the subject of a western 
Wayne County educational 
program 

“Reduce, reuse, recycle” is 
the message carried to groups 
and organizations in the 18 
communities served by the 
Conference of Western Wayne. 
A state Department of Natural 
Resources grant is funding the 
resource recovery education 
project. 

“We can tackle solid waste 
management problems more 
efficiently and more effective- 
ly as a consortium of 18 com- 
munities,” said CWW Execu- 
tive Director Daniel Gilmartin. 
“We have been researching 
programs on solid waste man- 
agement for more than two 
years and we believe our niche 
is getting information to the 
community. Education is the

most important component in 
solid waste reduction. People 
need to know why and they 
need to know how?” 

Gilmartin said about 100 pre- 
sentations have been sche- 
duled to various school and 
community groups in the area, 
and the CWW hopes to bring its 
recycling message to 400 more 
groups before the end of 1991. 

In a presentation to the 
September Days senior citizen 
group in Van Buren Township, 
CWW representative Marlene 
Davis made a dedicated effort 


to close the waste loop by 
buying recycled materials. 

She noted office paper, greet- 
ing cards, cellulose insulation 
and plastic lumber for boat 
decks and park benches are 
made from recycled materials. 

Davis said solid waste can be 
reduced if consumers buy dur- 
able products instead of dispos- 
able ones, and refuse excess 
packaging on the items they 
purchase. She also noted by de- 
taching the grass catcher from 
lawn mowers and by compost- 
ing clippings and leaves to 
make a natural fertilizer, a 


large part of the waste stream 
can be reduced. 

Re-using items also will aid 
in solid waste reduction, said 
Davis. She recommended such 
measures as: 

• Using refillable plastic con- 
tainers for foods, and substitut- 
ing lunch boxes for paper bags. 

• Wiping up spills with 
sponges or rags, rather than 
paper towels. 

• Using ceramic cups at 
home, at the office and at meet- 
ings, and buying reusable, non- 
breakable dishes and cups for 
picnics and parties. 

• Donating used furniture, 
clothing, toys, eyeglasses, 
magazines and books to a char- 
ity, rather than discarding 
them. 

Davis encouraged the group 
to recycle glass, metals, paper, 
plastics and used motor oil.

Beyer Hospital sale suspended for now 


For the time being, Beyer 
Hospital will continue to be 
operated by United Care Inc., 
but a future sale has not been 
ruled out by its executive 
board. 

Milton Mack, chairman of 
the United Care Board of 
Directors, announced the ex- 
ecutive committee has 
approved a recommendation to 
continue to operate the Ypsi- 
lanti hospital, and has sus- 
pended all discussions with 
potential buyers. 

Mack indicated United Care 
Inc., a Wayne-based non-profit 
organization, will evaluate all 
options for Beyer Hospital dur- 
ing the next several months 
and then determine the most 
appropriate future for the hos- 
pital. 

Catherine McAuley Health 
Center had expressed interest 


in buying the hospital. Follow- 
ing the announcement of the 
proposed sale to CMHC, a 
group of local physicians made 
an offer to buy the facility. 

The physicians group be- 
lieves a takeover by CMHS will 
result in the use of Beyer Hos- 
pital as an emergency and out- 
patient facility only, and would 
result in a loss of jobs for many 
staff members. 

Beyer Hospital was formerly 
part of the publicly owned Peo- 
ple’s Community Hospital Au- 
thority, and was funded by the 
participating communities. 
Because Beyer Hospital was 
constructed with tax money 
when it was part of the PCHA, 
many local residents believe 
taxpayers should have an input 
in any proposed sale. Legal ac- 
tion to halt the proposed sale of 
the hospital was threatened by

Too close 
to home 


It began innocently enough. 

Unfortunately, the concern expressed for the safety of 
residents of Westland by Mayor Robert Thomas may have 
inadvertently poured fuel on the smoldering fire of racism 
sparked by the Persian Gulf War. 

Recently, just after a story appeared on the front page of 
our Sunday editions regarding the possibility of terrorist 
activity in local areas, Thomas issued a letter addressed to 
all Westland community members in which he suggested 
that acts of ‘‘violence may well spill over into the United 
States.” The mayor further suggested that all residents 
remain “extra vigilant” and report “any circumstances 
which may be in need of investigation.” 


We were shocked to discover the mayor on the evening 
news discussing the precautions the city was taking against 
terrorist attacks and to hear representatives of the police 
department on the radio being interviewed by inane repor- 
ters suggesting that danger may be lurking in Westland 
mall or at the recreation areas. 

We learned, with great shock and remorse, of the reac- 
tion of Chamber of Commerce members who felt it neces- 
sary to issue a statement and convene a press conference to 
defend the safety of the city. Chamber President Bruce 
priestly said there were numerous phone calls at the 
Chamber office from people who were concerned about not 
receiving this vital information regarding safety conditions 
jin the city. Priestly explained that the Chamber of Com- 
merce office had not been sent the letter from the mayor 
land many other businesses were also omitted from the 
distribution of the warning. 

The purpose of the statement issued by the Chamber 
nembers was to set aside any undo fears or negative im- 
dications of the mayor’s statement which was, according 
o several members of the group “blown out of proportion 
>y the television and radio reports.” 

3 We couldn’t agree more. 

Obviously, our first reaction was to examine our own 
Conduct and take an objective and discerning look at our 
performance. We were sorely afraid that our story might 
nave played some part in this fiasco and were, quite frank- 
ly, preparing to make whatever amends possible for the 
damage we felt had been done. In re-evaluating our efforts, 
however, we felt secure in the effect our story was designed 
to have. We had intended to offer reassurance and informa- 
tion, not inflame or incite an already tentative situation. 


We noted with some relief the mayor’s statement was 
lated prior to our story, although distribution seems to 
lave lagged somewhat behind that time. Both the mayor 
and this newspaper had the same intentions, we’re sure. 
Unfortunately, in the case of Mayor Thomas, the electronic 
media provided a negative connotation and exposure which 
ifould easily have been the impetus for exactly the kind of 

S acial strife all involved were attempting to avoid. 

Wisely, once the mayor realized this, he began to refuse 
iterviews, and was not drawn into a conflict with chamber 
members when the “reporters” from the television and 
fladio stations wanted him to respond to the statement 
made by the chamber members. He could easily have been 
Seduced by the lure of the bright television lights and 
cameras. 


Mayor Thomas, in this instance, reminds us somewhat of 
Jon Quixote, who, pure of heart and innocent of guile, is 
Irawn into battles with imaginary and harmless enemies. 


! We can only hope this inflammatory and derogatory type 
f publicity for Westland and, thereby this whole area, will 
ot prompt the type of racial violence and lack of under- 
standing which occurred during World War II. We are con- 
fident the mayor did not intend for us to become suspicious 
of our neighbors and distrustful and intolerant of those 
Whose ethnic background may differ from ours. His was, 
we believe, a sincere effort to respond to national concerns. 

Each day, those who have loved ones, friends or family 
members serving in the Persian Gulf find the war brought 
into their living rooms on their television screens. Their 
qgony, worry and torment does not need to be brought to 
their doorsteps by local politics.

Belleville retains Wolverine ‘A’ Conference wrestling crown

A stunning performance by 
all five of its wrestlers in the 
consolation round of the Wol- 
verine ‘A’ Conference cham- 
pionships gave defending 
champion Belleville its second 
straight conference title. 

All five of the Tigers who 
reached the consolation round 
pinned their opponents, giving 
them an additional 10 points en 
route to a 179-120 victory over 
their closest rival, Southgate 
Anderson. 

Anderson had defeated

Yuhas clashed with Mark 
Famularo of Trenton in the fin- 
als and surfaced a 10-4 loser, 
while Garcia took on Wayne 
Schimming Jr. of Monroe and 
lost a 5-3 decision. If the name 
Schimming sounds familiar to 
local mat fans, it’s because his 
father is the former Romulus 
High coach.

It sounds more like James 
Bond technology, but Lojack is 
a modern-day method of track- 
ing stolen vehicles. 

In general terms, Lojack is a 
small device that allows local 
police departments to track a 
stolen car within minutes 
through a computerized net- 
working system. 

At Jack Demmer Ford in 
Wayne, about one in 10 car 


buyers are opting for the Lo- 
jack system, according to 
salesman Larry Thurston. 

“It’s a little box or transmit- 
ter in the vehicle that is placed 
on the car. Nobody knows 
where it is placed, not even the 
owner or the dealer, ” Thurston 
said. 

The system costs about $600 
installed. 

But Thurston said the anti- 
theft device can pay for itself in 
terms of louder insurance rates. 

“The insurance savings can 


be anywhere from 20-25 per- 
cent,” he said. 

The way the system works is 
simple. The device is attached 
to the vehicle. When the car is 
stolen, the owner calls police, 


who relay the message to 
police cars equipped with a 
tracking device. 

The car can be traced as fast 


as three minutes, Thurston 
said. 

Most police departments, he 
said, have the capability to 
track the vehicle equipped with 
Lojack. 

“Any vehicle stolen in south- 
ern Michigan certainly would 
be found within a matter of mi- 
nutes,” he said. 

The only information the 
owner has to give to the police 
is the vehicle identification 


number of the car, Thurston 
said. 

Most car buyers interested in 
Lojack are upscale customers. 

“Most of the buyers we see 
are those who purchase the 
Mustang GT, the Probe GT and 
the sportier cars. Also, people 
who are buying the loaded pick- 
up trucks,” he said. 

“We had a demonstration 
and we know that it works,” 
Thurston said.
